     RESOLUTION OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST, 

        COUNTY OF OCEAN, STATE OF NEW JERSEY, 

REQUIRING DIRECT DEPOSIT OF PAYROLL CHECKS  

 

FEBRUARY 1, 2018 

 

          WHEREAS, P.L.1981, c. 385 (C.52:14-15a) was amended by the Senate and 

General Assembly of the State of New Jersey to provide that municipalities (along with 

other State entities) may provide for mandatory direct deposit of net pay for all 

employees on or after July 1, 2014; and 
 

WHEREAS, the Chief Financial Officer of the Borough of Lakehurst 

recommends the municipality adopt this requirement for mandatory direct deposit of net 

pay as it provides an increase in the productivity of the Finance department, a decrease in 

the cost of producing and replacing lost checks, and the elimination of the cost of 

delivery of checks; and  
 

WHEREAS, the employees of the municipality shall indicate, in writing to the 

Chief Financial Officer, the specific banking institution(s) and designated checking 

account(s), savings account(s) or share account(s) to which the deposit shall be made on 

behalf of the employee; and 
 

WHEREAS, the Chief Financial Officer of the Borough of Lakehurst may 

determine special exceptions to this policy for paychecks for terminated employees and 

seasonal employees; and 
 

WHEREAS, the Chief Financial Officer and the Borough Clerk recommend the 

adoption of this policy.  
 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the Borough Council of the 

Borough of Lakehurst that, effective March 1, 2018, mandatory direct deposit of net pay 

for all employees of the Borough of Lakehurst shall be made to the specific banking 

institution(s) provided by each employee.

ORDINANCE OF THE BOROUGH OF LAKEHURST AMENDING THE PURPOSE OF ORDINANCE 

2012-08 

-------------------------- 

 

WHEREAS, the Borough of Lakehurst (the "Borough"), County of Ocean, duly and finally adopted the 

Bond Ordinances listed in the succeeding paragraph; 

 

WHEREAS, the Borough, having completed the majority of the projects authorized under the Bond 

Ordinance 2012-08, and has a remaining funded balance of $63,797.88; 

 

WHEREAS, the Borough is desirous of amending the purpose of said ordinance for other capital 

improvements. 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOROUGH COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH OF 

LAKEHURST, IN THE COUNTY OF OCEAN, NEW JERSEY (not less than two thirds of all members 

thereof affirmatively concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

 

 

Section 1.  The sum of $63,797.88 is hereby amended to read for the purpose of Municipal Building 

Improvements and Upgrading Information Technology Systems. 

 

Section 2.  The period of usefulness of the Improvements referred to in Section 1, within the limitations 

of the Local Bond Law and according to the reasonable life thereof, is not less than five years. 

  

Section 3.  The capital budget of the Borough of Lakehurst is hereby amended to conform with the 

provisions of this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 

promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail of the amended capital budget and capital 

program as approved by the Director of the Division of Local Government Services is on file with the 

Clerk and is available there for public inspection. 

 

Section 4.  The improvements authorized hereby are not current expenses and are general improvements 

the Borough may lawfully make.  No part of the cost of the Improvements authorized hereby has been or 

shall be specially assessed on any property specially benefited thereby. 

 

Section 5.  All ordinances, or parts of ordinances, inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed to the extent 

of such inconsistency.  

 

Section 6. This bond ordinance shall take effect twenty days after the first publication thereof after final 

adoption, as provided by the Local Bond Law.
